TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Grilsum  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs : 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilsum  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  next  at  nine 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same. 

3.  To  receive  the  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  and  take 
any  action  thereon. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  borrow  .money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

5\  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $27.00  for  the  Monadnock  Region  Association. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to  sell 
one  or  all  pieces  of  land  now  acquired  by  tax  deeds. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
take  charge  of  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day  and  appro- 
priate money  for  the  same. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  the  sum  of  $236.88  for 
town  road  aid.    The  State  will  contribute  $947.53. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  the  provisions 
of  the  Municipal  Budget  Law  and  discontinue  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee. 


10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  United  States 
membership  in  a  general  system  of  international  cooperation, 
such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Conference,  hav- 
ing police  power  to  maintain  the  peace  of  the  world.  Each 
town  clerk  is  directed  to  forward  to  the  secretary  of  the  state 
the  result  of  the  vote,  in  his  town,  if  any,  on  this  question.  The 
secretary  of  state  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  canvass 
the  vote  on  this  article  as  returned  to  him  and  transmit  his 
findings  to  the  clerk  of  the  United  States  Senate. 

11.  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  regularly 
come  before  it.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Gilsum : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools : 

ORGANIZATION  AND  ENROLLMENT 

With  the  resignation  of  two  teachers  during  the  school 
year,  we  were  able  to  secure  the  services  of  two  experienced 
substitute  teachers.  Mrs.  Nims  and  Mrs.  Jennison  did  ex- 
cellent and  conscientious  work. 

The  three  vacancies  at  the  village  school  were  filled  as 
follows : 

The  school  board  granted  the  request  of  Mrs.  Trueman  and 
transferred  her  to  the  intermediate  grade  position.  Miss  Doro- 
thy Taaffe  of  Keene  Teachers  College  was  elected  as  teacher 
of  the  primary  room.  Mrs.  Anne  Cookman  was  appointed  to 
teach  the  pupils  in  the  grammar  school  room.  Mrs.  Cookman  is 
a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers  College  and  has  had  several 
years'  experience  as  a  teacher  in  the  schools  of  Vermont. 

The  school  in  West  Gilsum  was  closed  this  year  and  the 
pupils  were  transported  to  the  school  in  Gilsum  village.  At 
this  time  when  it  is  not  possible  to  find  teachers  who  are  will- 
ing to  teach  all  eight  grades  in  a  one-room  rural  school,  Gilsum 
is  fortunate  in  having  a  well  equipped  central  school  large 
enough  to  serve  all  pupils  in  the  district. 

At  the  opening  of  school  last  fall  the  enrollment  of  pupils 
per  teacher  varied  from  26  to  29.    By  adopting  a  shifting  pat- 
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tern  for  distributing  the  pupils,  a  total  enrollment  of  about 
100  pupils  could  be  handled  without  exceeding  room  capacity 
and  maximum  teacher  load.

Our  schools  continue  to  be  affected  by  war  conditions.  The 
shortage  of  teachers  grows  more  acute  in  rural  districts.  What 
teachers  are  available  seek  positions  first  in  large  communi- 
ties or  in  consolidated  schools  where  pay  is  better,  where  work 
is  in  single  grades  or  subjects,  and  where  transportations  facili- 
ties are  available.  Many  schools  in  the  state  opened  this  year 
with  substitute  teachers.  Many  others  have  lost  teachers  dur- 
ing the  school  year,  replacing  them  only  with  great  difficulty. 
The  situation  facing  us  for  another  year  will  be  even  more 
serious. 

The  various  programs  of  studies  recommended  for  the 
elementary  schools  of  the  state  are  in  the  process  of  revision. 
The  first  of  this  series,  Arithmetic,  has  been  completed  and  is 
now  in  use  in  our  schools.  The  development  of  this  program 
has  been  a  cooperative  undertaking  combining  the  suggestions 
of  the  elementary  teachers  with  the  results  of  research  and 
the  recommendations  of  specialists  in  this  field  of  education. 
The  result  of  this  effort  is  the  development  of  an  outline  of 
work  better  suited  to  the  maturity  of  children  at  the  various 
grade  levels. 

The  distribution  of  operations  in  the  fundamental  pro- 
cesses is  indicated  on  a  grade  placement  chart.  Recommenda- 
tions are  made  for  time  allotment  and  the  application  of  the 
fundamental  processes  to  number  experiences  and  problem 
solving. 
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Suggestions  are  made  for  constructing  diagnostic  tests  in 
all  grades  and  for  the  development  of  remedial  work  in  the 
four  fundamental  operations  with  integers  and  fractions. 

The  teaching  of  some  of  the  more  difficult  abstract  pro- 
cesses is  delayed  and  the  instruction  during  the  initial  period 
progresses  from  the  concrete  to  the  abstract  form. 

The  program  provides  for  individual  differences  in  the 
abilities  of  children  and  for  the  enrichment  of  work  for  gifted 
children. 

One  section  of  the  new  program  is  devoted  to  suggestions 
for  using  the  common  activities  of  the  home,  school  and  com- 
munity in  developing  number  concept  and  arithmetic  experi- 
ence. 

After  a  brief  period  of  adjustment,  this  program  will  de- 
velop as  standard,  thus  unifying  the  work  in  arithmetic  in  all 
of  our  schools  according  to  the  new  state  standards.

The  nurse  attended  a  Hearing'  Aids  meeting  in  Manchester 
and  a  demonstration  of  a  new  Audiometer  at  Keene  High 
school. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

With  the  organization  of  the  village  school  as  a  central 
consolidated  unit  serving  the  whole  district,  consideration 
should  be  given  to  the  advisability  of  installing  facilities  for 
running  water.  A  modern  school  of  this  size  should  be  equip- 
ped with  a  bubbler  drinking  fountain  and  should  have  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  running  water  available  at  a  sink  for  the  con- 
venience, comfort,  and  health  of  the  pupils.  A  supply  of  water 
is  also  needed  for  cleaning  the  building  and  for  maintaining  the 
water  level  in  the  septic  toilet  tanks. 

Sometime  soon  it  is  possible  that  one  or  both  'of  the  fur- 
naces under  the  main  section  of  The  building  may  have  to  be 
replaced.  When  such  replacement  becomes  necessary  the  dis- 
trict will  undoubtedly  wish  to  reorganize  the  present  heating 
arrangement.  An  installation  of  a  single  heating  unit  for  the 
building  or  at  least  for  the  original  section  would  undoubtedly 
prove  more  economical  and  satisfactory. 

Eepairs  were  made  on  the  bulkhead  and  cellar  windows. 
The  blackboards  in  all  rooms  were  painted.  A  library  table 
was  built  for  the  use  of  the  pupils  in  the  intermediate  grades.

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The  number  of  tardinesses  listed  above  does  not  include 
instances  of  tardiness  due  to  late  school  busses.  However, 
state  regulations  require  that  cases  of  tardiness  due  to  de- 
layed school  busses  must  be  marked  in  the  school  register  and 
included  in  all  attendance  reports  to  the  state  department. 
It  should  also  be  noted  that,  under  this  regulation,  all  tardi- 
nesses due  to  delayed  busses  or  otherwise,  are  recorded  against 
the  permanent  attendance  record  of  the  pupil  affected. 

In  general,  the  attendance  of  the  Gilsum  pupils  is  good. 
There  are,  however,  a  few  families  which  are  responsible  for 
a  poorer  attendance  and  tardiness  record  than  would  otherwise 
be  possible.  Promptness  and  dependability  are  character  traits 
which  the  school  should  promote  by  insistence  upon  regular- 
ity of  attendance.  Poor  attendance  creates  a  situation  which 
is  detrimental  to  the  welfare  of  the  school  as  well  as  to  the 
individuals  concerned.  Neglectful  parents  are  not  only  com- 
mitting an  offense  against  their  own  children  but  are  inter- 
fering with  the  progress  of  the  school.  The  best  interests  of 
the  community  would  be  served  by  the  prosecution  of  such 
parents. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board,  teachers, 
parents,  and  pupils  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year.

ANOTHER  ENEMY  TO  CONQUER 

Here  is  a  home  front  fight  that  everyone  can  get  into.  Last  year  in 
this  State  558  brush  and  forest  fires  burned  over  4,648  acres  of  land,  of 
which  2,788  acres  were  valuable  timber  and  young  growth.  With  available 
manpower  the  lowest  of  any  year  since  the  war  started,  you  can  help 
to  keep  this  loss  down  by  preventing  these  fires  from  starting. 

Keep  in  mind  these  simple  rules: 

1.  Always  get  a  permit  from  your  forest  fire  warden  before 
starting  any  fires  in  the  open.  Burning  under  certain  condi- 
tions is  permitted. 

2.  Never  burn  unless  you  have  enough  help  to  control  your  fire — 
a  permit  does  not  excuse  you  of  negligence  in  case  it  gets 
away. 

3.  Always  report  any  uncontrolled  fire  promptly  to  your  forest 
fire  warden.  Minutes  lost  are  acres  lost. 

4.  Be  especially  careful  with  cigarettes,  matches  and  pipes.  Smok- 
ers caused  most  of  our  fires. 

5.  Never  leave  a  fire  unless  it  is  dead  out.  You  can't  feel  safe 
while  there  is  a  spark  left.
